2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After a 
review of the prior art of record, it is believed that the present invention is novel and 
non-obvious wherein no reference discloses recited structure of a ventilation tubing 
including a bush, an insulating layer and a cover sheet wherein the insulating layer 
layer is formed from a quartz-fiber wool having a thickness of between 6 and 15 mm 
and a specific surface weight between 65 and 150 g/m 2 , nor the bush and the cover 
sheet formed of a plastic with a weave of interlaced filaments wherein the specific 
weight of the plastic sheet is substantially between 30 and 65 g/m 2 and a thickness 
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between 10 and 15 ja (microns), nor does the prior art disclose the structure also 
including a winding having a cross-section including a substantially planar base that 
bonded to the bush. U.S. 3,823,255 to Le Gase et al. discloses a similar device, but it 
does not disclose a bush including a plastic sheet having a weave of interlaced 
filaments with an insulating layer of a quartz-fiber wool, nor does Le Gase et al. 
disclose the specific weights and thicknesses recited. These specific dimensions are 
important in reducing weight of the tubing.
